The legiflative power was ca!led into ac- 
tion, and three judges of that court are 
impeached othigh crimes and mifdemeanor 
in confequence of this high handed aét of 
incarceration. It is the folemn bufinefs 
and duty of the judges to watch the pro- 
grefsand improvement of the public mind ;

in them not to recognize the great and 
momentous principles of civil liberty,

Look at the 
fate of thefe Judges—they have become 
obnoxious to dittator Duane, and they 
muft be facrificed. 

Look at Congrefs. The moderate men 
ot the democratic party are there begin- 
ning to drop off, and the vengeful tyrant 
Randolph, with his accomplices, wi!l be 
left to complete the wife, pacific, and un.

Noth- 
ing but its naked, feorched and tottering 
walls remained to tell the pefling traveller 
that ** here /ate/y flood one of the moft 
celebrated literary inflitutions of the Uni-

lamentation was necefflary—and by the 
Providence of Heaven a general difpofi- 
tion appeared to affift in rebuilding this 
ufeful feminary.—I:s friends—the friends 
of knowledge ard religion, folicited con- 
tributions trom Maine to Georgia—and by 
means of their afliduous attention, their 
indefatigable induffry; enongh was colle&- 
ed, again to reftore this College to its for. 
mer itate. ‘Behold ! The Phenix Infitu- 
tion again rifes from the afhes of deflruc- 
tion, with increafed fplendor and with ac- 
cumulated fpirit and enercy. Her de. 
molifhed edifice is reftored and enlarged— 
the number of her pupils and proteifors 
increafed—and her library replaced by one 
fele€ied in Europe, and confifting of the 
moft rare and ufelul bo: ks. To rebuild 
this edifice, and reftore the librarv, not one 
cent was efked or received from Congrefs, 
or from any ftate in the Union-——-much as 
the Unired States are indebted to the tal- 
ents and learning of many of the fons of 
this college. Although a Madifon, a Pate 
terfon, a Reed, a Livingfion, an Elifworth, 
a Lewis, anda multitude of other citizens, 
equally diftinguifhed in the records ot A- 
merican hiftory, here received theireduca- 
tion—yet, fromthe government of the U.- 
nited Staies not a cent was obtained to af- 
fit inthe rebuilding of this edifice. What 
dol fay ? Inflead of patronizing literature 


—inflead of lendinga helping hand to ref- 
tore a feminarv reduced to ruins by an un. 
torefeen calamity—inilead of affifling in- 
dividual munificence in atchieving a great 
public good—with.a narrow, miferly, de- 
grading covetoufnefs, that would ftamp in- 
tamy on Jewifh avarice, they make a prof- 
1g out of the misfortunes of the college— 


they exact, wiih the gripe ofahard-hearted 
tax-gatherer, a du/y onthofe books, purcha- 
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fed by the laborious colleftion of afliduous 

‘ety and benevolence. Bafe and fhameful 
exaftion ! Foul blot on the name of A 
merica ! -E'ernal reproach to a people 
boafting to be free, liberal and enlinht- 
ened. Hadtan ect of this kind at any time 
been juflifiable, it would have been at the 
commencement of our ‘national govern 
ment. In palliation of fuch a deed, it 
ought then to have been faid—-‘* We are 
deeply in debt—our honor is ple iged tor 
the payment of thi§ debt—we mult be) uft 
before we are generovs—we know not 
what will be the produce of our revenue— 
nor what events'‘may embarrafs its collec- 
tion—tfor the prefent, therefore, our public 
feminaries of learning muft pay a duty on 
the books they import.” 

But, did our firft legiflators hold. this 
language ? No! To their eternal honor 
they were above it. Rightly eftimating 
the valueof know!edge— knowing full well 
that the honor and the charader ofa na- 
tion did not depend on the weight of its 
purfe, fo niuch as.on the weight of ¢a/ent 
and improvement it poffelled—and eleva- 
ted far above that pititu!, griping economy 
ot the prefent day, they generoully waved 
all advantage to be derived from the funds 
of public, literary or charitable. inftitu- 
tions—trom the importation ot books by 
incorporated focieties, for the promotion 
of knowledge or religion. 

If we enquire intothe reasons on which 
this meafure is protefled to be grounded, 
we fha!] findthem as hollow and hypocrit- 
ical, as the motives for refufal were narrow 
and avaricious. 

The firft one affigned by the Chairman, 
Mr. Randolph, (whe, by-the-bye, is prob. 
ably indebted tor his feat in the Houfe of 
Reprefentatives to the education he receiv- 
ed at Princeton College) is, that there was 
aconftitutional objettion to granting the 
prayer of thepetition, from that article in 
the conflitution of the United States which 
declares that all ‘* imports and duties fhall 
be uniform.” And would there be ahy 
greater want of uniformity in releafing the 
duties on a lew books, imported by an un- 
fortunate and Jately-demolifhed, but now 
rifing inflitution, than in remitting the 
colle&tion of duties on the various articles 
which by our national code are whaily 
exempt from impoft ? 

‘* Philofophical apparatus, imported for 
any feminary of learning,” is tree of du- 
ty :—Is not this a violation of the wu: for. 
mity contended for by Mr, Randolph? and 
why thould not books be put on the fame 
footing ? ** All manufa&tures of the Uni- 
ted States—bullion—copper in pigs or 
bars—clothes and tools of trade of perions 
coming to refide within the United States 
—undreffed furs—raw hides—iron wire— 
plafter of Paris—old pewter—falt petre— 
fulphur—tio pigs or plates—unmanulac- 








tured wood—and wool—are all exempt 
from duty on being imported in the Uni.ed 
States. Allthefe wolations of untformily 
in the colleétion of impolts are exprefsly 
for the encovragement of {ome one branc 

of manutaétures and for tbe relief of fome 
one clafs of citizens. But whoever raifed 
the difficulty, or conceived it either 2m- 
politic or unconftitutional tor the national 
legiflature thus to encourage the arts and 
manufaétures of the United States before 
the profound and elaborate Mr. R— 

Again, by the different revenue laws of 
the United States, certain “ fines, forfeit- 
ures and difabilities”’ are impofed for the 
violation of any of the provifion of thefe 
laws—and thefe, without doubt, are to be 
as uniform as the duties therein laid—yet 
by turning tothe a& of Congrefs. paffed 
on the 34 March, 1797, and which aét is 
ftiltin full force and operation—the learned 
chairman of the committee, to whom was 
referred the Petition of Princeton College, 
vould find that Congrefs there authoriled 
the Secretary of the Trealury, on the re- 
port of a diftri& judge, or ot a flate court 
having jurifdiétion of the cafe, * to mit- 
igate, remitany fine, forfeiture or pena). 
ty—orremove any difability or apy part 
thereof, as may, in his opinion have been 
incurred, without wilful negligence, or 
intention of fraud.” 

But yet, che fame congrefs that could 
authorife the Secretary of the Treafury to 
remit a fine or penalty, for the violation 
of an a& for colle€ting duties in the Uni- 
ted States, cannot, without infringing the 
conftitution, remit the duties on a few 
books imported by a ‘‘ feminary, eftablith- 
ed for the promotion of knowledge and re- 
ligion.”’"—Ri/um teneatis amic ! 

Another reafon for not granting the pray- 
er of the Truftees of New-Jerfey College, 
faysagrave Knight of the Shuttle, (Mr. 
F—y) is, “ that if this College may im- 
port books free of duty, all the Acedemies 
in the United States will expe& the fume.” 
And where would be the great evil if they 
did? If any number of perfons, triendly 
to learning, fhould colle& a {mall fund for 
the purchafe of books, why fhould they 
not be permitted to get the largeft number 
of books poffible for their money, without 
being faddied witha fee to agovernment, 
whofe treafury is rich and ove: flowing. 

Butis it fair toargue froma privilege 
granted to an inflitution under peculiar cir. 
cumpances, that every other in the Union 








fhould enjoy the fame ? Becaufe druggills 
can import Sulphur and Saltpetre tree of 
duty, muff all other drugs and. medicines 
be-alfo free? Becaufe sanners may import 
raw hides, without paying impoft, are 
fhoe-mukers alfo to be permitied to import 
tanned leather, duty tree ? Becaufe fur- 
riers may receive their furs, without pav-
